This is written in Response to an Office Action dated July 21, 2005. 

Claims Rejections 35 U.S.C 1 12 

The Examiner rejects Claim 3 under 35 U.S.C. as being indefinite. Specifically, the 
Examiner rejected Claim 3 as indefinite "...because it is unclear what are the necessary maintenance 
requirements." Applicant is unsure of the basis of the objection of the Examiner. First, Applicant 
is not claiming necessary maintenance requirements and did not use the definite pronoun "the" 
ahead of necessary maintenance requirements. What is claimed is a method of providing 
notification of maintenance requirements. This is described on Line 17, on Page 22, where an alert 
box (308) is used to issue alerts to a user. An example was given where an aircraft is out of annual, 
then an alert would issue. Also, on Page 23, the function of the search capabilities, specifically, the 
quick search (313), is explained where on can be alerted through a search to maintenance 
requirements such as front wheel alignments for automobiles. Moreover, the Applicant points out
